■Within the past fe .v days the rafii- 
deutB of this Municipality have been 
profoundly agitated by tho publica- 
tion of certain disclosures respecting 
the discharge of their duties by the 
Mayor and City Counciln:\en.

Xi;w "^'ouK, Oct. 7.— A' fire' broke out 
to dayintlie (ierinan bark Europa, at 
pi-ji- t:!, JCast Pdver. Sho was in the dry 
doid; during tho time being caulked, wlii-'n 
a larKo <|nautity of h-mp took lire. John 
Casi-y, caulker, No. Oli Sliei ilV si i-ei-t, was 
fat.i 1 ly bii rned , and ,lobu Severance, n 
Workman, probably fatally. After iishort 
time tho Jlames were exlintiuibhed and 
the hremyn examined tho hold, when Iho 
horribly mutilated bodies of 'Iho.s. In 
gram, Louis Sullivan. George Sill, Wm. 
Furlong and James McDonald, workmen 
employed in making the rejjairs, M-ere 
discovered. The 1-biropa was eneiieeil ill 
the petroleum irade, and the linihers be- 
ing satiirit'-d with inl, tbo ilanies spi-(-ad 
with li:,'lil ,iiii;^' i-ai)Klily, cu:tiiig mf all es- 
capo of tho mou working b?low. The 
damage to tho vessel is covered by insur- 
ancG. 

The. F.iiro))(i was jdacnd on the large 
balance drydock al llio point of Uiitcren 
hI reet, on Friday, fiU' the puriiose of ro- 
ceiving an ovorhaaling, the ship liLdng 
chartered and it being necessary that she 
be made ready as expeditiously as possi- 
ble. A large force of caulkers, ship car- 
penters and blacksmiths were eng.iged 
this morning, and wm-e scattere.l all over 
the vessel and were busy. .-Vt about 11:30 
this forenoon the slii]) car])entors aud 
eaulki^rs wi-ri? in tho lower hold, while 
the caulkers had brought their oaknm.oil 
and pitch into tho lower hold, to have it 
at hand when required. A ship ojirpen- 
ter named John Casey, with tho rest in 
tlio forohold, testing the jd inks struck a 
match for tho purpose of lie-hting a pijio, 
and having done so, threw the burning 
match on llio floor. A larp;e pile of oakum 
was I'loso by and the match iKuited it. 
Cisoy, in endeavoring to Pmolher tho 
Ihiines, was fatally bnrnod. The flooring 
of the vessel, situnited with kerosene, bon- 
ziuo and other highly coiulnist;i- 
ble liquids, in a moment cuiudit 
tiro, which spread with liehtning 
rapidity, and tho entii-e bold frmn 
stem to stern was a mass of tiie, convert 
illicit intii a fi-iehtfnl deathtrap. The 
workmen in llu'ledd -vveie cut etV from 
air. Soiiio at work nniidships were com- 
pletoly surrounded by tho damss. Those 
not in midship flames were exposed to 
death by flames which arosi; from lire and 
f- 11 ,,nn'ocated. When the llmues wi-n- 
e\li]i!.;ui.ilied the p dice aed rii-eiueu eli- 
too-d ibe hold and somu found in various 
pans of tile bark ihe bo lii-s of live men 
all ship c iipeiilers. 'i'ho men's faces are 
bhudcouod with amoke and badly distort- 
ed, indicating the terrible agony they 011- 
dnrod lie foi-o il oath released them.
